tance^ 
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tance, that a fmgle Leaf of tlie Laurus^ 
tinus being cut from the Tree, with 
the Bud adjoining to its pedicle, will 
eafily take Root if it be forthwith, 
planted in the Sliade and well waterM ; 
and I have more than once heard of 
Orange and limon Trees that have 
been raisM the fame way. I believe 
any Plant may be encreasM by the 
fame Method ; for every Bud con- 
tains all the neceffary parts for Vegeta- 
tion in its felf, as much as any Seed 
or full grown Plant whatever. So 
that it is no great wonder if Buds of 
this fort fhouM ftrike Root and vfege- 
tate, if they are laid in a proper Men- 
ftruum. Now altho' the Earth is the 
common Matrix for the produ6^ion of 
Plants, yet we may fuppofe that the 
Juices of it bein^ refined, and put into 
a right vegetative Pofture, by their 
pafTage through the Fibres of a Plant, . 
will add very greatly to the i^^^Aj.^ 
Germination of the Bud, which may 
be fteepM in them. As for Exam{||^ 
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If I would raife an Elm Plant in the 
manner which feems to be proposed 
by our Author, I would by Ibme 
means exprefs the Sap of an Elm Tree, 
or part of it, {o that 1 fhould not have 
lefs than half a Pint of Juice^ to " 
which I would add of the Afties of 
the fame Tree a convenient quantity, 
to make a Vegetation Pafte ; mto thus 
Compoft I would put feveral Buds cf 
an Elm^ ( for the fame Reafbn that 
Inoculation of Plants is praftis^d) im ^ 
this ftate my Bud is preparM to grow ; , 
and being lod^'d in iuch a Matrix^ as 
will realonably afford it convenient 
and healthful Nourifhment, there will 
remain no more to be done than tlie 
putting in Motion thefe Vegetative 
parts containM in the Pafte or Com- . 
'% for which end we may ufe Fire^ 
iper'd in that manner that the Heat 
if he moderate, and not too dry; ' 
f but this inconveniency I think may be 
tEavoMted^ if we rather made choice of 
f B ^ 
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a boiling Water, whofe Steam would 
dilate and open the parts of the Bud 
when it began to Vegetate^ that they 
might receive in more abundance thofo 
Vegetative Effluvia which would arife 
from the mixture • 

The Air falling on the outward parts 
of our young Plant, would contraft the 
Pores of it fo much, that the abun- 
dance of Juices which would proceed 
from the Vegetative Compoft could not 
be admitted fo fa ft as they would rife, 
therefore the whole ihould be coverM 
with a Glafs, to* keep in all the Va- 
pour which will exhale from the 
Pafte. 

I remember once to have plantec 
fbme Orange Seeds, in a fmall Pot- c 
Earth, over which I put an empt 
Pot, by way of covering to flicker tl 
Plant that ftiould come up ; I plac 
my* Pot of Seeds in the midft of 
' large Dunghill, ia fuch manner^ ttl 
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on every fide it was equally warmed. 
In five Days time I found die Orange 
Seeds come up, and near a Foot m 
length, but fo very tender^ that the 
bare approach of the Air made them 
fhrinjc. I fuppofe, that if I had pre- 
pared a Compoft, in like manner of 
that which I have before mentioned, 
and that I had planted the Buds ra- 
ther than the Seeds of Oranges in it, 
that then I might have rais'd much 
taller Trees in the fame length of time ; 
but this I cannot affirm, let the Curi- 
ous make the Experiment ; I pro- 
ceed to examine the Second Pro^c^ttion 
of our Author.

Coutfe, I am fully affur'd that a 
more certain and expeditious 
Method cannot be found out for 
the Produdion of Vegetables.

The Nutmeg likewife in the Ifle of 
Banda being fwallow'd by the Birds of 
Taradife^ and other Fowls which ufe

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^that Place, pafs through their Boclies, 

« and Gome up without any other Culti^ 
vation ; and we have Inftances enough 

-of the fame fort among us, to fhew 
Ebw miuch >HeM and Moifture will 

^contribute to forward or haften Vege-- 
tationj tliis I think ought to be confi- 

<^er'd Principally, by all lovers of 
Planting ; and above all, it is to be de- 
firM that fome Mixture may be found, 
which will produce an EffeB: ^gual to 

thQ Bodies of Animals; to this en3, 
I have lieard a good Recommendation 

of the Roots of Onions^ which being 
^)ruifed to a Pulp, will forward the 
fprouting of any Seed that is :.put in 
them. I have try'd this my felf with 
fome Succefs, and I believe it may not 
foe impoflible, from fome attempts of 
this kind, to expedite the growth <f i 
^lantsy even to the degree nientiorfl 
(y our Author. 

It is a common Praflice in the Eafi^ 
di9s^ for the People of that Cbuntry to

Basket erf Earth ( which ttey carry 
with them for that purpofe) and im«- 
naediately cover it with a Napkin, . 
zpd in the time proposed, you. fee th« : 
Tlata perfeQly foriird, with Flowers^, 
and ri^e firuit uj^n it. This Account 
I receivM from feveral Perfons of ua- 
doubted Credit, Who have feen die 
Experiment made. 
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How to raije a Sallad 
Two Hours Time. 

TH E Learned Dr. Lemery of 
ris gives us a Recipe for 
forwarding of the Vegetation of Hi 
fuch as Purflane and Letuce^ whicl 
affirms may be made to produce Le 
fufficient for a 6VJW in the fpac 
Two Hours after the fowing of 
Seeds : For this end, ( fays he ) 1 
the J/bes of iHarfe Litter and I 
Mofsy mix them, well together^ 
moiften them frequently with the 
ter of a Dunghill^ drying the Mix 
from time to time in the Sun^ tii 
length you have a Com^ofiy or pre} 
Soil proper for the reception of 
Seeds you intend to So'uc. 
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JV/:en jou have repeated this Work 
fever al times^ pit this Vegetable Gom- 
pofition into a?i Earthen FcfJJel well 
Glazed^ [owing the Seeds of Purflane 
and Letuce in itj as \ou would do on 
common Earth \ then place the whole 
over a Chafing Dip of warm Embers to 
give it Heat equal to that of the Sun 
in July, and in Two Hours time the 
Seeds will fpr out and put forth Leaves^ 
if Care he taken to keef them moifi 
with Dunghill Water during the Ofe- 
ration. In this Liquor he would like- 
wife have the abovementionM Seeds to 
be fteepM for Twenty Four Hours 
before they are Sown. 

But this Experiment being only re- 
commended to us in a Foreign Lan- 
guage, perhaps the Tryal of it has not 
yet been made in Englaftd ; therefore, as 
a further Proof of the poflibility of our 
Author\ Proix)fition, I flrall ofter one 
thing more, which may convince the 

Reader 
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Reader that Dr. Jgricola has not pro^ 
misM us more than he can probably 
perform. I think the raifing oifimfU 
Trees^ as he pretends, is not more 
Wonderful than the Production of 
Fruits in the midft oifrofi and Snow ; 
which is done by Mr. John Millet^ an.. 
Ingenious Gardiner and Nurfery-Man, 
at North-End^ near Hammerpnitb^ 
where I have feen feveral Pound" 
weight of ripe Cherries^ Apricot Sy with : 
Rofes and other Summer Flowers and^ 
Fruits growing and profpering in the 
Months of January acid Fehruarjfj and:* 
this he Annually performs with the 
fame good Succefi.

Experiments coJkBed hy- 
Mr. Derham. 

IT is not to be doubted, that al- 
though VegetahUs delkht in peculi- ^ 
ar Soils, yet they owe not theic Life and y\ 

Growth., 
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Htjrowth to the Earth itfelf, but to fome 
agreeable Juices,'^ or Salts, tS^c*. refiding 
in the Earth. § Of this the great Mr. 
BoyJe f hath given us fome good Ex- 
Tperiments. He ordered his Gardiner 
to dig up, and dry in an Ovta fome 
Earth fit for that Purpofe, to weigh it^ 
^nd to fet therein fome Squap Seeds,, 
(a kind of Indian Pompion.) The 
Seeds when fown were water'd with 
Rain or Spring- Water only.. But al:- 
*though a Plant was producM in one 
Experiment of near Three Pounds, and 
another of above Fourteen Pounds ; 
yet the Earth when dried, and weighed 
•^ia^ain, was fcarce diminilhM at att in 
^ts weight. 

Another Experiment he alledges is 
y)f Helmont\ ^ who dried aoo lb. of 
Earth in an Oven^ and having put it 

into

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into an Earthen Veffel, planted there- 
in a Willow, weighing «; lb. which he 
water'd with Rain or diftill'd Water : 
And to fecure it from any other Earths 
getting in, he coverM it with a perfo- 
rated Tin Cover. After Five Years 
weighing the Tree with all the Leaves 
it had born in that time, he found it 
to weigh 169 lb, 5 Ounces, but the 
Earth to be diminifliM only about 2 
Ounces in its weight. 

Dr. ^eal \ who was very curious, 
and tried many Experiments upon Fe- 

f'ahles^ gives fome good Reafons to 
agine, that there is a diredl: Com- 
munication between the Parts of the ^ 
Tree and the Fruit, fo that the fame 
Fibres which conftitute the Root, 
Trunk, and Boughs, are extended in- 
to the very Fruit. And in old Horn^ 
^eam\ I § have obferv'd fomething

very like this ; in many of which, there : 
are divers great and finall Ribs (^al- 
moft like Ivj-y only united to the Bo- 
dy ) running from the Root up along 
the outiide of the Body, and termi-- 
Dating in one (ingle, or a few Boughs ; . 
which Bough or Boughs fpread again „ 
into Branches, Leaves and Fruit. 

But as to the particular Canals, and 
other Parts relating to the Anatomy of 
Vegetables, it is too long a Subjedi for 
this Place, and therefore I fhail refer to ^ 
Sekneur MalftgbPs and Dr. Grrw^s 
Labours in thiskiod. 
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We fhall here infert a Propofal as 
furprizing as that of Dr. Agricola^ ta- 
ken from the Leiden Gazette of Tuef-
